lief to the market daring ‘this month. On thefirst day of February, 
the Banks of Stité the form Of presenting to'the 
Comptroller their quarterly returns; and after all that has been 
said during the last two months concerniug the extended condi- 
tion of our Banks, it is impossible but that they should wish to 
curtail their loans, and preseut as strong an appearance as possi- 
ble before the State legislature, whieh will then be in session. 
So that, in no event, can we expect any great change for the bet- 
ter in our financial affairs, just at present. Then, again, there is 
not now any prospect of a speedy settlement of our political 
troubles. As the various steps are proposed in Congress, the 
community will be excited by alternate fears and hopes. Now 
the prospect brightening for peace—and now the fears of war, 
will give color to their feelings, and tone to their actions, With 
these changing temperaments, there can be no stability, and no 
real ease in the Money Market, We have so often made the re- 


mark, that it can hardly be necessary for us here to repeat our 
confident belief that there will be no conflict, other than that of 


opinions, between England and the United States. A notice to 
termiuate at the end of a year, from any given time, the joint oc- 
cupation, as it is termed, cannot be considered by either party as a 
warlike demonstration. On the contrary, we must consider it as 


au sure mode of bringing the negotiations to a speedy issue. For 
the twelve months, at any rate, there can be no war ; and if, during 
that time, the real sense of the people of both countries cannot 
influence the councils and guide the decisions of their rulers, we 


shall be greatly surprised. 


In our Stock Market, the rise and fall continues as rapid and as 
great as it has been for some weeks past. On Saturday morning, | 
the 3d instant, we could sell the stock of the Erie Railroad at par, 
On Tuesday, the 6th instant, at 3, P. M.,we could not obtain 57 1-2 


per cent. for the same article for which, on the morning of the 3d, 
par was refused. 

It is a common remark with many, that the stocks Which are 
technically known as * fancies,” have fallen immensely in price, 
and are now very low. By a fancy stock, we understand the 
stock of a company, the real value of which is hardly ascertained, 
and upon which point opinions so differ that it may be said to be 
a matter of speculation what is the intrinsic worth. In this class 
of stocks, the operators delight to deal ; and it is in these that the 


great fluctuations in prices are perceived. Most of the stocks of 


this class have not paid regular dividends, and it is upon perspec- 
tive value, as a general thing, that the purchasers buy; while it 
is upon conclusions drawn from the present availability that the 
other party feel inclined to sell. “High” and “low” are relative 
terms. If we look at the prices of October and November, we 
may be disposed to call the present quotations of the speculative 
stocks low. But if we look at their productiveness: if we ask 
whether, at the prices named, such a stock will pay a divjdend 
of six or seven per cent, to the holders, aud how long the holders 
must wait for such dividend, our conclusion may perhaps be 
more correct, while it is very different.

MARYLAND. 


The following extracts from the Message of Governor Pratt, to the Le- 
gislature of Maryland, will convey accurate information as to the finances 
of the State: 


* The financial condition of the State well merited the prom- 
inent position assigned to its consideration by my immediate 
redecessor, in each of his annual messages to the Legislature. 
ith an anxious desire on his part to arrest the ‘* downward ten- 
dency” of the public credit, it was his painful duty, year after 
year, to announce to the legislature the entire inadequacy of the 
existing laws, if fully executed, to meet the current demands 
upon the treasury ; and to point out the fatal error in the past le- 
gisiation of the e, by which the Executive branch of the gov- 
ernment had been deprived of the power originally vested in it 
to execute the laws which had been passed. In his last message, 
he made known to the Legislature, as the effect of the combined 
causes above assigned (the inadequacy of the tax laws and the 
waut of power in the Executive to enforce them), that the arrears 
of interest had p ively increased from $859,656, on the 1st 
December, 1842, to $1,171,872 27-100 on the Ist December, 1843 ; 
and to $1,450,961 51-100 on the Ist December, 1844 ; and that in 
seven counties of the State the tax laws were not enforced. 

“I have, gentlemen, to discharge the more pleasing duty of in- 
forming you, that collectors of the State tax have been appointed, 
and that the direct tax is now being collected in every portion of 
the State, except in Calvert county, where the collector has been

SUB-TREASURY. 


TO THE EDITORS OF THE BANKERS’ WEEKLY CIRCULAR. 

Gentlemen—In your paper of December 234, you invite “ brief communica- 
tions” frem the friends of the Constitutional Treasury system. 

Your first objection to it is, “ that the Banking system now works well, and 
we should let well enough alone.” 

Everything may be very smooth on the surface, cnd yet great danger may 
lurk underneath.. Exchanges were never more regular than they were in 1836, 
and yet we all know what happened in 1837. That branch of the current 
credits of the Banks, which they call “ deposits,’”’ is at present enormous. 
Those of the New York banks amounted, in November last, to upwards of 
thirty-six millions, without counting what was due to the Canal Fund. In Jan- 
uary, 1837, they were less than thirty-one’ millions. Excessive “ deposits,” 
that is to say, excessive inscriptions of credit on the books of the bank, are 
as dangerous ns excessive ‘ circulat!on.” 

Your next objection mt that ‘jt is an injury to the community to be tamper- 
ing with the currency.” Yes, it isan injury. And it is greatly to be lamented 
that Robert Morris and Alexander Ham‘lton began this ‘‘ tampering ” by estab- 
lishing the Bank of North America, and the first Bank of the Un‘ted States. 


| Yrency of the United States was gold and silver coin: this was a subject in re- 


gard to which Congress had run into no folly.” 

Your third objection is, ‘ that the Sub-Treasury scheme has been once at- 
tempted, and found impracticable.” If you mean to say, that it was not car- 
ried into-effeet according to its true spirit and intent im the city of New York,

allowed the Receiver-General at New York, the aid of only a single clerk. At 
Boston, Philadelphia, and.al! other places, so well as I can ascertain, the mea- 
sure was found quite ‘‘ practicable.” 

Your fourth objection is, “ that the adoption of the Sub-Treasury system 
would lead to the withdrawal-of a large amount of active means from the 
banks where the public money is now lodged.” “These “ active means’? con- 


| sist of mere inscriptions of eredit on the books of the bank; or, in other words,

so far as “ the public money” is conecrned; of debts due by the Banks to the 
government. It was by such “ active means ” as these, that the suspension of 
specie payments was brought about in 1837. 

Take my word for it, Messrs. Editors, the establishment of a Constitutional 
Treasury system, will be as’ beneficial to well constituted and well condacted 
banks, as it will be to the government and tise people.

Commenctas. Court.—Ambrose Lanfear § Co. vs. R, D. Blossman.—| _T. Bailly Blanchard.—Has been a merchant in this 


This case has occupied the court for the last two days, and is 
similar to that of Jacob Little & Co. of New-York, vs. the same 
defendant, and in which the latter obtained a verdict last week. 
The principal question involved is the right of parties, consignees, 
to hold bills of lading in their hands, where the bills for the mer- 
chandize have been accepted by the party drawn on. The 
usages of the mercantile community, where the solvency of the 
acceptor is beyond question, is to hand over the bills of lading 
when the bills of exchange are accepted, as a refusal would be tan- 
tamount to a doubt of the security received. In the present case, 
Firmin de Tastet & Co., of London were drawn on by defendant, 
but Baring, Brothers & Co. refused to give up the bills of lading, 
in consequence of which the bills were not paid at maturity, and 
the cotton, on account of which the exchange was drawn, was 
sold at a loss, and plaintiff sues for reclamation. The evidence 
was closed yesterday, after which the court adjourned until Fri- 
day, when the arguments of counsel will be heard. Mr. Levi 
Pierce for plaintifis—Messrs. Benjamin and Micou for defendant. 

The examination of witnesses was resumed, 

Rueson Maury—Has been for nearly twenty years a merchant, 
buying and selling bills of exchange. Up to 1832, was a Liver- 
pool merchant, since that time has done business in New 
York and New Orleans. Has sold bills of exchange with bills 
of lading attached} without any specific agreement. His par- 
ticular attention was drawn to this subject in 1844; his friends 
then expressed the opinion that they considered bills of lading 
merely as security for acceptance. Went to England in that year, 
saw Mr. Bates,-of the firm of Baring, Brothers & Co., with whom 
he had a conversation on the matter. Bates said, in India trade, 
parties receiving bills of lading with bills of exchange had full 
right to hold on to their property until payment of the bills of ex- 
change. When property arrived, bills of lading were given up 
receiving the dock warrants, viz: the warehouse receipts; if 
property had not arrived, held on to the bills of lading, until ar- 
rival and delivery of dock warrants. When this suit came to his 
ears, he was in company with a dozen mercantile friends, who 
then said unanimously that the bills of lading were merely se- 
curity for the acceptance—he, however, differed from them, think- 


ing they were also security for the payment. In 1843, he pur-| 


chased, and shipped to his own friends, drawing on Brown, Bro- 
thers & Co., of New York, under a letter of credit. He then made 
a special agreement to forward the bills of lading to them. 


Samuel Nicholson—Had bills‘of exchange on F. De Tastet & Co. 
Bills of lading were forwarded by drawer of bills of exchange 
to witness’s house, in Liverpool. When presented to F. De Tas- 
tet & Co., they were accepted, and althongh the bills of lading 
were then required, witness’s house refused to deliver them up. 
Drawee was Mr. Haynes. When vessel arrived, on which was 
cotton, they applied to F. De Tastet, who discounted the drafts, 
when the bills of lading were surrendered. 

John B, Byrne, for defendant.—Has been a merchant in New 
Orleans about twenty-five years; is principally in general com- 
mission and factory business. Has also bought and shipped for 
his own and others’ account. Aas bought and sold bills of ex- 
change on England. Considers himself conversant with the cus- 
tom and usage of this business in New Orleans, and, by corres- 
pondence, acquainted with the custom and usage in Europe. In 
this country, when bills of Jading are attached to bills of ex- 
change, are considered a security for acceptance. In Europe, 
witness is informed, opinions are divided on this point, that they 
stand as security for payment as well as acceptance. Thinks 
that the latter opinion preponderates there. As a merchant, 
would not accept a bill of exchange, if property on which bill 
of exchange ywas given, was retained By holder of bill of exchange. 
Considers that if he gave his name, that he must hold an equiva- 
lent thereto, being the same property as that which the holder 
of the bill has. If he purchased a bill of exchange, and the bill 
of lading was handed to him, he should hotd the latter as security 
for acceptance, under ordinary circumstances, and under extraor- 
dmary circumstances, such as anticipated insolvency, would as- 


transactions for eight years with Europe, 
on his own account; before then, was in the house of Nicholet 
& Co. who had large transactions with Europe. Has been in the 
business of shipping cotton, buying and drawing bills of 

Thinks, from experience, he is competent to speak of custom 
and usage of trade in negotiating bills of lading with hills of ex- 
change. Does not consider acceptance as a sine qua non to deli- 
ver bills of lading, if acceptors be in failing cireumstances, either 
known by himself, or by public rumors. In that case, before de- 
livery, he should require other security. If house of acceptors be 
in good credit, he would deliver bill of lading. Has done this 
in shipments to this port, Would not accept bill of exchange, 
suffering holder to retain property on which bill is drawn. 
cross-examination. 


Duncan Kennedy—Has been thirty-nine years a merchant in 
New Orleans; has had much experience on matter at issue. 
Never gave or took bill of lading with bill of exchange ; would not 
aed bill of exchange permitting holder to retain property on 
which bill was drawn ; does not understand much of conventional 
understanding of merchants in the business. If he purchased a 
bill of exchange, with a bill of lading attached, would deliver up 
the latter on acceptance, if acceptor was a responsible person, 
otherwise would retain, until the security was furnished. No 
cross-examination. 

The testimony of Alexander Gordon and James Robb, taken in 
the trial of J. Lattle § Co. vs. R. D. Blossman, was offered and ac- 
cepted in this case, It was in relation to custom and usage of 
merchants im reference to bills of exchange and lading, and 1s of 
similar nature to what has been given above. 


James Robb—W ould not, estimating his own liability fully suffi- 
cient, accept a bill of exchange, where the holder of property on 
which it was drawn, still continued to retain it, until payment 
was made. 

At the time he purchased Mr. Blossman’s bills, he supposed 
the bills of lading an accompanying guarantee for acceptance, 
and security to the holder, against informity or the fulfilment of 
its condition by the drawer. Has not had much experience in 
the purchase of foreign bills. Is a broker. 
ould consider himself under the obligation to deliver bills of 
lading in case of acceptance by a house of undoubted credit.
